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The end of free TV? 

Insiders say new business models could pull the plug on no-fee broadcasts one day

For more than 6o years, TV stations have broad- 
cast news, sports and entertainment for free and 
made their money by showing commercials. 
That might not work much longer. 

The business model is unraveling at ABC, 
CBS, NBC and Fox and the local stations that 
carry the networks’ programming. Cable TV and 
the Web have fractured the audience for free TV 
and siphoned its ad dollars. The recession has 
squeezed advertising further, forcing broadcast- 
ers to accelerate their push for new revenue to 
pay for programming. 

That will play out in living rooms across the 


country. The changes could mean higher cable 
or satellite TV bills, as the networks and local 
stations squeeze more fees from pay-TV provid- 
ers such as Comcast and DirecTV for the right 
to show broadcast TV channels in their lineups. 
The networks might even ditch free broadcast 
signals in the next few years. Instead, they could 
operate as cable channels— a move that could 
spell the end of free TV as Americans have 
known it since the 1940s, 

“Good programming is expensive,” Rupert 
Murdoch, whose News Corp, owns Fox, told a 
shareholder meeting this fall, “It can no longer 
be supported solely by advertising revenues,” 


Fox is pursuing its strategy in public, warning 
that its broadcasts— including college football 
bowl games — could go dark Friday for subscrib- 
ers of Time Warner Cable, unless the pay-TV 
operator gives Fox higher fees. For its part. Time 
Warner Cable is asking customers whether it 
should “roU over” or “get tough” in negotiations. 
The future of free TV also could be altered as 
the biggest pay-TV provider, Comcast Corp,, pre- 
pares to take control of NBC, Comcast has not 
signaled plans to end NBC’s free broadcasts. But 
Jeff Zucker, who runs NBC and its sister cable 
channels, told investors this month that “the cable 
model is just superior to the broadcast model,”

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U.K. visit enough 
to make U Krazy 

I spent my Christmas vacation across the pond in the coastal city of 
Brighton, U.K., visiting my sister, who goes to school there. 

I love the United Kingdom with its funny accents and meals that 
resemble the food in the back of the refrigerator whipped together to 
feed the family dog. 

Every time I visit, though, there are little differences that drive me 
half-batty because they go so thoroughly against my American sensi- 
bilities. These are not cultural differences necessarily, but discrepancies 
in how one interacts with the day-to-day world. 

Take the monetary situation, for instance— not the exchange rate 
(which sucked), but the change situation. The British have a one pound 
coin and a two pound coin, so whenever you 
get change from a larger bill, you have to 
accept the fact that your pants pocket will 
now sag noticeably 

It’s not like the States where we just toss 
our loose change into ponds or set it on fire. 

In Britain you actually have to hold on to 
it. It makes you feel vaguely like Scrooge 
McDuck. 

Also, the concept of the adjustable- tem- 
perature faucet has yet to reach the Brits. 

Every faucet I saw had two spigots, one for 
freezing cold water and one that spewed 
scalding hot liquid magma (OK, I’m exagger- 
ating a little; but it was hot!). When washing 
my hands I was faced with the prospect of 
either washing my hands with frigid water or visiting the burn unit. 

I’m not exaggerating when I say that I spent lo to 15 minutes fid- 
dling with the four knobs and two levers in the hotel shower the first 
time I had to wash the back-of-the-refrigerator-family-dog meal from 
my skin. If I visit again. I’m getting an engineering degree from MIT 
first. 

Einally I have an age-old American complaint, which is that crossing 
the street in a country where they drive on the other side of the road is 
nearly impossible. 

Tour programming simply does not allow you to remember which 
way to look first because you’ll instinctively second-guess that glance 
and snap your head the other way, and pretty soon you just look like a 
manic squirrel that’s eaten a handful of Adderall. 

Even with this abundance of caution, I still found myself almost 
killed by a passing car every time I stepped off a curb. Tbu basically end 
up contemplating your mortality every 3 minutes or so, which is way 
too exhausting. 

Want to know the only thing that saved me? It’s hard to move quick- 
ly when you’re dragging a McDuck-size change purse in each pocket.

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Homicides 
down 11% 
in Chicago 

Weis says new strategies 
helped reverse 2008 spike

Homicides in the city have dropped by ii percent, 
apparently reversing the 2008 spike and bringing 
the city more in line with a decline that started in 
the early part of the decade. 

There were 453 homicides through Monday, 
compared with 509 at the same time last year. 
Shootings were down 6 percent. 

“I said at the end of the year that 2008 was the 
year of transition,” Chicago Police Superintendent 
Jody Weis said. “I {expected] 2009 to be the year 
of results.” 

Experts cautioned against blaming or crediting 
any one person or strategy for a one-year crime 
trend, but Weis and other department officials 
said several efforts launched this year have chipped 
away at the violence. 

City gang teams were reorganized, and they 
were given a new mission: more search warrants 
and fewer street-corner drug investigations. 

They were also told to ramp up their use of 
informants so that they could make more informed 
arrests. 

In the districts, commanders and community 
members say they’ve been working, including 
tracking gang anniversary dates, to make a differ- 
ence on the blocks where they police and live. 

Still, because Chicago’s homicide total brings 
the city in line with declines experienced here and 
nationally throughout much of the decade, some 
suggest the more compelling question could be 
what happened in 2008. 

Last year “was the anomaly,” said James Alan 
Fox, a professor of criminal justice at Northeastern 
University in Boston. “This year is part of the pat- 
tern.” 

Weis doesn’t agree that the 511 slayings in 2008 
were out of step with the declines of the decade, 
especially compared with the 1990s when homi- 
cides were still in the 900s. 

But 2008 was marked by high turnover. Several 
commanders were moved into new positions, 
including many in the districts. 

Weis said he spent a good part of 2009 encour- 
aging commanders to be creative and find solu- 
tions unique to their crime patterns instead of 
using cookie-cutter approaches.

She’s a style child 

13-year-old suburban blogger is the latest rage in fashion

You might have shoes that are older than 
her. Tavi Gevinson, who began blogging 
about fashion from her suburban bedroom 
at age ii, is a star of sorts. 

The 8th grader can be found in the front 
row at New York’s Fashion Week, adorn- 
ing the cover of Pop magazine and helping 
launch a fashion line for Target. 

The daughter of a high school English 
teacher, Gevinson, now 13, combined her 
razor-sharp writing skills, precocious atti- 
tude and Internet savvy into a high profile 
in the fashion community, using her youth 
and small size as bold exclamation points. 

“She’s only 13, but Tavi Gevinson has the 
fashion world enraptured,” gushed Harper’s 
Bazaar in the introduction to a column 
Gevinson penned for the January issue, 
making her the youngest writer ever pub- 
lished in the magazine. 


Like a pint-sized suburban superhero, 
Gevinson passes her days as a typical mid- 
dle school student before transforming by 
night into a celebrated author and star of her 
blog. Style Rookie. She posts artistic photos 
of herself dressed in cutting-edge outfits and 
serves up sophisticated musings on trends, 
drawing nearly 30,000 viewers daily to 
tavi-thenewgirlmtown.blogspot.com. 

She’s a tween phenomenon who would 
have been impossible before the Internet, 
but her success is not just virtual. To the dis- 
may of some members of fashion’s old guard, 
Tavi has recently leaped into the scene on 
which she comments, submitting to a photo 
shoot in London, hanging with elite fashion 
designers in Tokyo and hobnobbing with 
Gwen Stefani, Chloe Sevigny and other 
celebrity guests at an event at the Museum 
of Contemporary Art in Los Angeles. 

Some in the industry suggest the young 


blogger could be more novelty than any- 
thing, but Harper’s, Target and others are 
betting on her. 

Asked if she was worried about being used 
as a gimmick, Gevinson said she would never 
be a part of anything she does not admire. 
She has said no to 95 percent of interview 
requests. She’s declined reality show pitches, 
book deals and other opportunities. 

And she says she will stop blogging if it 
causes her grades to suffer. 

The inspiration for Style Rookie came, 
she said, in 6th grade. A friend’s teenage 
sister had launched a Web site in which she 
posted critiques of fashion trends and pho- 
tographs of herself modeling. 

“I never reallyliked writing before because 
at school I never got to write about what I 
like,” Gevinson said. “With my blog, it’s my 
thoughts, like my brain is being translated 
onto the computer.” 
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Truck crashes

Body scanners 
coming to O’Hare 

Body-scanning security 
equipment is headed 
to O’Hare. Chicago 
Department of Aviation 
Commissioner Rosemarie 
Andolino on Tuesday 
said the Transportation 
Security Agency plans to 
bring full-body scanners 
to O’Hare sometime in 
the first half of 2010. The 
department says it has 
no details on the number 
of scanners or whether 
they’re the type critics 
have called “virtual strip 
searches.” O’Hare has 12 
security checkpoints, each 
with several lines. 

2 police-involved 
shootings 

Chicago police shot and 
killed a man who pointed 
a gun at them on the 
Northwest Side in one 
of two police-involved 
shootings reported in the 
city Monday night and 
early Tuesday morning. 

In the second instance, 
police said they wounded 
a fleeing suspect during 
a foot chase on the West 
Side. The suspect had 
pointed a gun at pursuing 
officers, police said.

Cops bust illegal 
party In Lawndale 


Like many other illegal parties in Chicago, the 
one police shut down Sunday in a former indus- 
trial building on the West Side had flowing liquor 
and spinning DJs. 

But this party in Lawndale also featured what 
police called “an elaborate, club-style entry,” with 
four industrial spotlights illuminating a sign and 
velvet ropes marking the entrance. 

The party was busted when a neighbor made a 
complaint about the blaring music coming from 
the 4400 block of West Fifth Avenue, Chicago 
police said. 

When officers from the Police Department’s 
Mobile Strike Force arrived about 12:45 
Sunday, they found a line of people waiting to be 
patted down by two men in body armor acting 
as security guards. Inside, more than 300 people 
packed the one-story industrial building, down- 


ing $5 drinks and dancing the night away 

Police found the two doormen, Dwayne 
Troupe, 22, of the 8500 block of South Bennett 
Ave., and Ambrosio Silva, 28, of the 5300 block 
of West Henderson St., were carrying guns. On 
searching the building, police found a woman, 
Zenobia Mills, 28, of the 700 block of South 
Kostner Ave., with a gun, as well as five other 
handguns in other parts of the building. The 
three were charged with felony unlawful use of 
a weapon and other gun-related crimes, and are 
being held in lieu of bail at the Cook County 
Jail. 

Bernard Harrison, 26, of Oakbrook Terrace, 
admitted to police that he organized the party 
and was charging admission, according to the 
police report, and was cited with several city 
ordinance violations. 


Parolee accused in man’s death

Despite an arrest warrant issued about six weeks 
earlier, parolee Lee Cration was still on the streets 
Christmas Eve, when he allegedly shot and killed 
an elderly Hyde Park man loading food for a holi- 
day party into his car. 

Cration, 48, was accused of failing to com- 
ply with terms of his parole and was listed as 
‘AWOL,” meaning that parole agents could 
not find him, according to Januari Smith, a 
Department of Corrections spokeswoman. 

Tet some who had contact with Cration in 
the days before the Dec. 24 slaying questioned 
Tuesday why authorities had not been able to 
pick him up, and they rejected any notion that 
Cration had gone into hiding. 

Instead, they said, he was regularly attending 
church, staying in city shelters and visiting with 


friends up until last week. 

“It’s hard to believe that they couldn’t find 
him; it’s hard to believe,” said Albert Thompson, 
a deacon at Cration’s church who added that he 
had seen the ex-con about two weeks before the 
killing. 

“The system failed and I think we failed,” said 
Thompson. “He fell through the cracks.” 

Thompson and Michael Horton, the pastor of 
Hyde Park Seventh-Day Adventist Church, said 
that they had never been contacted by authori- 
ties about Cration’s alleged parole violation. 

Cration, who served 24 years in prison for a 
1984 murder and two attacks on corrections offi- 
cers while in custody, was paroled in November 
2008. For the first 90 days after his release, 
the prison review board ordered electronic mon- 
itoring.

Y2K kissers: 
Where are 
they now? 

Fireworks exploded in the sky at midnight on 
New Tear’s Eve in Chicago in 1999, and couples 
embraced each other, kissing and hugging to 
ring in a new century 

The scene repeated itself throughout the city 
but for two people it’s documented forever. 

Sally Shireman and Matt Eish say they’re still 
surprised they were featured in a front-page 
Tribune photograph on New Tear’s Day 2000. 

“I went into a 7-Eleven to buy a newspaper 
and when I saw it my jaw just hit the floor,” 
Eish, now 31, recalled. 

The couple, then dating for about a year, 
split six months later as their lives took differ- 
ent directions. 

Eish, a year younger, was still in college while 
Shireman moved to Louisville to work. 

In 2005, Shireman married her high school 
sweetheart, Geoff Zikas, and now lives inTinley 
Park with their two children. Now known as 
Sally Zikas, she works at WCIU-TV as a writer 
and producer in the promotions department. 

Zikas, 32, recalled how she saw a Tribune 
photographer at the Hyatt Regency Chicago 
but never expected to be in the newspaper. “I 
still remember waking up that morning and just 
being flooded with phone calls with random 
people,” she said. 

Eish, meanwhile, now teaches gym at Andrew 
High School inTinley Park. 

He also married in 2005 and the couple has 
a daughter and lives in Shorewood. In a strange 
twist, Zikas said, both she and Eish— who stay 
in touch via Eacebook— got engaged to differ- 
ent people on the same day and married a week 
apart.

Iran steps up 
crackdown 


I TEHRAN Iranian security forces have limited the 
* movements of leading opposition figure Mehdi 
Karroubi by refusing to protect him when he leaves his 
home, his son said Tuesday as authorities broadened 
their crackdown with a new wave of arrests that included 
the sister of Nobel peace laureate Shirin Ebadi. 

Iran’s worst internal violence in three decades has 
grown increasingly violent and bitter in the wake of 
clashes Sunday that left at least eight people dead. 
Security forces also arrested a relative of opposition 
leader Mir-Hossein Mousavi on Tuesday, while govern- 
ment supporters held rallies in at least three cities. 

Iran accused the U.S. and Britain of fomenting the 
violence, threatening to “slap” Britain in the face as 
it summoned the British ambassador to an urgent 
meeting.

MMA, a sport that combines boxing

But between network TV deals, 
eye-popping pay-per-view purchases and 
related movies, reality shows and video 
games — there’s evidence everywhere that 
MMA is breaking into the mainstream 
now more than ever before. 

This season’s UFC reality show “The 
Ultimate Fighter” on Spike TV was the 
highest-rated in the series’ history, and 
it featured popular street fighter Kimbo 
Slice making his UFC debut Dec, 5, 

The AlMA-related movie “Death 
Warrior” starring UFC fighters Rashad 
Evans and Quinton “Rampage” Jackson 


was released earlier this month on DVD, 
and Jackson also has been cast in Mr, 
T’s iconic role as B.A, Baracus for a new 
‘A-Team” movie in the summer. 

Also, UFC 2009 Undisputed was 
the best-selling video game when it 
was released in May, and EA plans to 
release its first MMA game — “EA Sports 
MMA” — next year. 

In the ring, a Strikeforce event fea- 
turing heavyweight Eedor Emelianenko 
against Chicago native Brett Rogers 
at the Sears Centre Arena in Hoffman 
Estates last month drew an average of 
3,79 million viewers for CBS, In the 
1 8 -t 0-49 demographic, it drew more than 
a college football game on ABC, accord- 


ing to Nielsen. 

UEC’s monthly pay-per-views also con- 
tinue to draw big numbers— just check 
with Chicago’s sports bars.

How did you get started in MMA? 

A few years ago, I was actually in Alaska working 
as a fisherman and living on a boat, but I went 
to my brother’s pro debut (middleweight Jason 
Guida). One of the fighters on the card ended 
up backing out of the match, and the promoter 
announced that he needed a fighter for an exhibi- 
tion match. I ran over and begged my brother’s 
manager to let me do it. I ended up taking the 
fight and lost in the second round, but I got 
hooked on it after that. 

You were a fisherman, but you aiso were a carpen- 
ter before that, right? 

Yeah, I worked as a carpenter, which in the end 
turned out to be a good plus because one of my 
biggest sponsors now is the Chicago Regional 
Council of Carpenters. That’s where I did my 



apprentice program. 


You’re not a carpenter anymore, but you kept the 
nickname? 

Actually “The Carpenter” kind of started out as a 
joke, but it stuck, and now I’m embracing it. It’s 
pretty funny 


What’s your fighting styie like? 

It’s crazy, high-energy, non-stop, in-your-face. I’m 
kind known for that relentless thing where my 
hair is flying everywhere. 


I hear you were supposed to be in the “UFC

the story behind that? 

I guess (video game developer) THQ 
could not get my hair right during the 
animation so they left me out.

games at Wrigley Field last season. 

“I couldn’t believe how many recognized me and said 
hi and wanted to take my picture,” Guida said. “It was 
hard to even get to my seat. It was cool.” 

And while MMA viewers tend to be predominantly 
male, females are fans too. 

“You’d be surprised how many women come watch 
our UFC fights. It’s probably 70 to 30 men, but it’s way 
more {women} than I expected,” Maynard said. 

Some women go beyond watching and step into the 
cage themselves. UFC doesn’t have a female division, 
but promoters like Strikeforce aren’t afraid to put female 
bouts on their fight cards. The league has 12 women on 
its roster and a match televised by Showtime in August 
featuring Gina Carano and Cristiane “Cyborg” Santos 
claimed an average audience of 576,000 viewers and 
was the highest rated MMA event ever for the pre- 


mium cable network. 

But even with all of MM As growth, fighter Lyman 
Good, 24, the welterweight champ for Chicago- 
based MMA league Bellator, sees the potential 
for even more mainstream acceptance. 

“I think it’ll get more popular when more 
people are educated about it and realize it’s 
not a barbarous sport and it’s not something 
that degenerates do,” said Good, who said 
he takes the sport so seriously he once 
slept in a MMA training cage for several 
weeks to prepare for a tournament. “The 
type of people that are doing this are very 
professional, and this is a very professional 
sport.”

Jesus Lizard singer 
David Yow says the band 
may be done after NYE

There are no Jesus Lizard concerts scheduled 
after New Tear’s Eve at Metro, and singer 
David Tow says it very well could be the vet- 
eran Chicago rockers’ last hurrah. As if you 
needed another reason to go to the show 

The explosive live act (trans- 
planted to Chicago from Texas 
in the late ’80s) is pretty much 
mayhem ensured. Tow now 
lives in Silver Lake, Calif, and 
is 49. Since the band reunited 
earlier this year for a variety 
of shows, including headlining 
the Pitchfork Music Festival, he has reaf- 
firmed his reputation for unbridled mania 
on stage— though he notes he’s no longer as 
prone to onstage nudity as he once was. On 
Thanksgiving weekend he bruised a few ribs 
while crowd-surfing at Metro but played the 
following night’s show anyway 


How different are crowds on NYE? 

We all know that New Tear’s is amateur night, 
so I’m sure there’ll be a bunch of lunkheads 
that want to prove to their friends that they 
can drink more Jager than the guy next to ’em. 


What do you hope fans get out of the show? 

That they walk away going, “Wow, that sure 
was a good way to start 2010. Those guys are 
the best band ever.” Something like that. 


What’s the craziest NYE experience you’ve 
ever had? 

I don’t know! It was probably in Austin, Texas, 
and it probably involved a lot of hallucinogens. 


What goes through your head when you’re 
leaping off the stage? 

The sound of crickets and screaming children. 
... If I fall, usually it doesn’t hurt. If I fall and it 
hurts, the thing that’s going through my head 
is“Ow.” 
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Do you think the type of concert The Jesus 
Lizard puts on stands out more now than it 
used to? 

I think it might, because from what I can 
tell— and granted I don’t keep up that much 
with the music scene these days— it does seem 
to me that, in modern post-punk, there’s very 
little risk involved. And back when we were 
a band so long ago, danger was much more 
prevalent in the presentation of that kind of 
noisy music. 

Which is a good thing. 

I enjoyed it. That was part of what got me 
into punk rock. Some of the first punk-rock 
shows that I ever saw in Austin, it had never, 
ever occurred to me that you might go to a 
show and get hurt by somebody who’s playing 
onstage. I don’t want to get hurt. I don’t want 
anybody else to get hurt at all. But the fact 
that the risk is there, the fact that the possibil- 
ity is there is exciting. 

What tips do you have for fans to have the best 
possibieNYE? 

[Laughs] Well, have a bag full of condoms. 
Practice safe sex. Drink as much as you possi- 
bly can. If you’re able to get any drugs, do ’em 
all. And dress up like a baby after midnight. 

What hangover tips do you have for Jan. 1? 

An ice cold can of Coca-Cola. And maybe 
some ibuprofen. It seems like a lot of folks like 
really greasy food after a night of drinking. I’m 
not a fan of that. I like something cooler and 
crisper and sort of refreshing like a salad. 

This could be the band’s last show. Any specu- 
lation on what happens next? 

No. A few years ago Scratch Acid reunited to 
do a handful of shows and that kinda taught 
me to quit saying never, which I’ve done many 
times and it ends up kind of biting me in the 
butt because then I look like a dummy when I 
do things that I said I would never do. So I’m 
not going to say that we’ll never play another 
show I don’t think we will, and I kinda doubt 
that we will, but I think that it’s possible. But 
right now there are no plans to do anything 
after New Tear’s. 

If the show is the last one, how do you want to 
be remembered? 

Fondly A band who worked really hard, never 
really got anywhere but were important to 
a handful of people who don’t know much 
about anything.

Throughout its 8o-year history, Cook County 
Jail has been a place of mystery, its inner work- 
ings shielded from the public and the media. 

Beginning at 9 p.m. Friday, the “Crook 
County Jail” will get more exposure than ever 
when MSNBC’s “The Squeeze” debuts, taking a 
look at the inner workings of the largest single- 
site county jail facility in the U.S., and profiling 
the people who work and do time there. 

“The Squeeze” takes cameras inside the jail, a 
feat made possible, those involved would have you 
believe, by a sheriff who advocates openness. 

“I think {Cook Country Sheriff] Tom Dart 
is somebody who believes in transparent gov- 
ernment,” said Melissa Cutlip, vice president 
of development with local production house 
20 West, which created the series. “Under the 
prior sheriff there was limited— if any— media 
access. Dart took over and revisited policy He’s 
letting the taxpayers know what they’re paying 
for at Cook County Jail.” 


Dart’s spokesman, Steve Patterson, said 
something similar. 

“When he came on, the sheriff wanted to 
open the doors in ways that hadn’t been done 
before. This is away to show the taxpayers and 
county commissioners and the nation what 
the Cook County Sheriff’s Department does,” 
Patterson said. 

“The Squeeze” isn’t intended as a fluff piece 
on cops or some audio-visual tour of the jail, 
located in the Little Village neighborhood on 
the city’s Southwest Side. It’s a gritty examina- 
tion of the process of extracting— squeezing- 
information from inmates and employing that 
intelligence on the street. Central players in 
these hourlong documentaries are members of 
the sheriff’s Criminal Intelligence Unit (CIU) 
and officers assigned to the Gang Unit. 

“The CIU works out of the jail, identifying 
gang members,” said Lt. John Blair, who appears 
on the show. “When {inmates} find out about 
something on the street, they reach out to us.” 


Blair believes the appeal of “The Squeeze” is 
the concept of intelligence gathering— a practice 
that, for most viewers, isn’t well understood. 

“We’re not just working gangs on the street,” 
said the 15-year veteran. “We’re multitasking.” 

In the first episode, CIU officers greet 
inmates arriving at what they call “Crook 
County Jail.” The officers then start meeting 
with gang members, first-timers and jail veter- 
ans — all presumed innocent until proven guilty, 
all potential sources of information that can 
help quell violence within the jail and on the 
streets of Chicago. 

The show exercises care, Cutlip said. 

“We take the safety of the jail staff into 
account, along with the rights of those in jail 
and the confidentiality of informants. Those 
are serious things that we don’t want to com- 
promise,” she said. 

Unless inmates sign releases to appear in the 
program, their faces are blurred. CIU super- 
visors review all footage to ensure this policy 


is enforced. But beyond that jail staff has no 
input on what gets included in “The Squeeze,” 
Cutlip said. Patterson said a contract with 20 
West includes a clause that holds the produc- 
tion company liable should any lawsuits be filed 
over the show. 

Cutlip estimates 70 hours of footage is whit- 
tled down to create each 46 -minute episode. 
“The goal here is to show how this operation 
works —intelligence from jail is shared with the 
Sheriff’s Department, and they do the investi- 
gation. This is not a process that we can pro- 
duce. It’s averite documentary” 

While it’s unfair to pick out a star of a reality 
show about people merely doing their jobs, CIU 
investigator Adrian Sandoval, 38, shines. Called 
The Sandman by inmates, he trolls through the 
bowels of Cook County Jail, knocking fists and 
chatting with inmates, determining who will be 
willing to exchange intelligence for a possible 
recommendation for leniency from the state’s 
attorney

“A lot of people only get to see the negativity 
here,” Sandoval said, “We agreed to participate 
with MSNBC because we want people to know 
exactly what we do. We're gathering informa- 
tion to make this institution safer and to build 
a better community” 

While the bulk of the program takes place 
inside the jail, the cameras follow officers as 
they take advantage of information gleaned 
from inmates. In the first episode, they find 
a weapon hidden beneath couches in littered 
alleys, exactly where an informant told them to 
look. They barge into houses to serve warrants, 

“IVe filmed about 25 warrants being served 
and IVe gotten used to it— the guns out, the 
doors being slammed in. But Tm still scared 
every time,” director of photography Joe 
Fitzgerald said, 

A veteran of reality shows, the Logan Square 
cameraman gets patted down when entering 
restricted sections of the jail and wears a bul- 
letproof vest on Chicago streets. 


The program depicts the care that is taken 
to protect inmates who provide intelligence. 
Interview sessions are often clandestine. 
Inmates even call the officers' cells phones 
from within the jad, 

“We can get up-to-the-minute information,” 
said Sandoval, who began working at the jail in 
1995 as a correctional officer before transferring 
to the swat team, and ultimately helping found 
the Gang Intelligence Unit, which was recently 
renamed the Criminal Intelligence Unit, 

When asked about the effectiveness of this 
unit, Sandoval describes an incident in the sum- 
mer of 2008, when an inmate awaiting trial for a 
narcotics charge provided details about a homi- 
cide on the North Side, That led to convictions 
for murder, 

“The show lets us tell our side of the story,” 
Sandoval said, “They get to see a perception of 
us other than what they see in the media. We 
want people to know that we're regular human 
beings and that this is our career,”

process. “The Squeeze” 
does not follow that 
pattern. 

The new MSNBC docu- 
series is a surprisingly 
ego-free look at 
members of the Cook 
County Sheriff’s Criminal Intelligence Unit, who “squeeze” inmates at 
the Cook County Jail for information that can be used against Chicago’s 
gangs. 

And CIU investigators have plenty of possible informants. The Jail 
takes in anywhere from 500 to 1,000 new inmates a day, according to 
Frank Diaz, CIU superintendent. “This is a never-ending process,” he 
says in the debut. 

Viewers see how the inteliigence CIU investigators gather-most 
often in secret-leads to drug busts, grabbing of illegal weapons and 
solving murders. 

The CIU agents viewers meet are ali about their work, not promoting 
themselves-a refreshing change from other shows of this kind. That, 
and the fact that all this is happening right here in Chicago, makes “The 
Squeeze” an interesting, compeiling series.
